purchase, and ibout IB years later a 
military post was established there. 
From that time to this many distin- 
guished men have made the fort their 
rendezvous, living In the old church, 
ind to-day one may see headetones lu 
the United States cemetery, less than a 
mile from the church, bearing the names 
of past war heroes who were killed or 
died there In the service of the flag. In 
the graveyard there are burled about 
2,500 bodies of aoldters, all of whom fig- 
ured more or less prominently In Indian 
warfare on the frontier. 

The wife of Admiral Dewey, In the 
early days, married to Gen. Hazen, left 
her home In Cincinnati and for many 
years lived at the fort, and was de- 
clared to have been tne most sty 1 Ish wom- 
an who ever visited the place. Zachary 
Taylor, afterwards president of the 
United States, and Jefferson Davla, aft- 
erwards president of the confederacy, 
both lived at and commanded the fort. 
From this place Jeff Davis, then an un- 
lieutenant, eloped with Miss Betty 
Taylor to Van Buren, Ark., without the 
ent of either of the principals' 
parents. After the elopement Davis 
commanded the fort, living within Its 
precincts until the time of the Mexican 
war, in which conflict he won distinc- 
tion by saving the day for the Amer- 
icans at the battle of Buena Vista. Gen. 
Taylor after that exploit exhibited 
great pride In Davis, and. It Is declared.

The long^elt need of a canning 
factory in Hopkinsville seems about 

to be realized. From time to time 
thore has been much talk of an in- 
dustry of this kind, but it has here- 
tofore ended in talk. Recently 
.IiidRe W, T. Fowler and Mr. W. R. 
Bnmifield have been taking: ati inter- 
est in the propesed enterprise and 
have succeeded in enlisting the inter- 
est of Mr. K. E. Stutgia, of Chicago, 
a practical man of large experience 
in the canning business. He repre- 
sents the Chicago Building and Manu- 
facturing Company and is in the 
city this week for the purpose of 
organising a company to build and 
j operate a canning factory here. Mr. 
' '^turpis .says Hopkinsville is an ideal 
j location for this line of industries 
I .Hnd he is meeting with such encour- 
agement that the factory is almost a 
certainty. 

The pun)ose is to capitalize at 
$15,000 and get as much of the stock 
as possible subscribed by local capi- 
tally. The plant will be built on 
the single machine system, with a 
capacity of from 20.000 to 25,000 
daily. It will employ from 50 
to 100 hands, many of them women 
and children. The factory can be 
operated six months of the year can- 
ning vegetables and fruits and the 
rest of the time in canning hominy, 
light meats, fowls, etc. 

The principal vegetables to be 
canned will be com, tomatoes, sweet 
potatoes, beans, peas, pumpkins, 
squash, asparagus and practically all 
fruits raised. 

The establishment of such an en- 
terprise of this kind here, affording 
a ready market for such products, 
will greatly stimulate market gar- 
dening, truck farming and fruit 
raising, industries that are bringing 
vast wealth to other Jess favored 
sections. There is a demand for 
the outut of all such factories that 
always exi^eeda the supply. A simi- 
lar factory at Humboldt, Tenn.. 
spent $80,0fK) last season for raw ma- 
terials.

My Dear Sir: 

I am much interested in the 
bill (H. R. 14896) entitled "An Act 
for the Relief of Tobacco Growers," 
which pa.s.sed the Hou.se April 18, 
1904, and in behalf of which you 
have apP<'ftre(l before a sub-comtnit- 
of the Committee on Finance of 
theSenatrf. Your evident familiari- 
ty with this subject induces me to 
nudce the request of you that you 
will kindly prepare for the Fnance 
Committee an analytical statement, 
showing first the law of 1890 that 
regulates tobacco taxation, as well 
license; second, the law of 1894, 
and third, the effect of the proposed 
measure in its alterations of the pte- 
exi.stiny statute. In this connection, 
I woul.l l)e glad if you will have the 
committee furni.-^hed with state- 
ments of the revenue collected on 
leaf tobacco, as well as on other to- 
baccos under the laws of 1890 and 
ftnd 1894. The proviso of Section 59 
of the Act of August 28, 1894, 
(28 Stat., 509) to wit: "That farm- 
ers and growers of tobacco who sel- 
leaf tobacco of their own growth and 
raisins, sluil! not be regarded as 
manufartui-er.s of tobacco," etc., has 
been construed by the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue, as I am ad- 
vised, to apply only to those farmers 
and growers of tobocco who sell leaf 
of their own growth and 
, _ and deliver the same by their 
own hand. If this be so, and I be- 
lieve it is, I would be glad if the 
committee could be referred to 
copies of any opinions given, by any 
law officer of the government to that 
effect. 1 cannot myself see that the 
right of farmers and growers of tol 
bacco, who sell leaf tobacco of their 
own growth and raising, to be not 
regarded as manufacturers, is in 
any sense a personal privilege to 
them. They have the right as cit- 
izens, if it be not taken away from 
them, by law to sell and handle their 
tobacco as they please. This right is 
not the personal privilege of a cit- 
izen, but the right of citizenship, in- 
herent in free men; and when a law 
defines who manufactui-ers are, and 
does not comprehend this class of 
persons as manufacturers, they 
nu rely continue in the enjoyment of 
tiatural rights; unimpaired and un- 
inpeded by our law. The subject 
being dealt with is one of great in- 
terest to the tol.'ucco growers of mv 
own state, as well as your own. and 
indeed to tobacco growers in the 
United States, everywhere. Tlie 
fact that while the prices of all com- 
modities have been steadily Kfowing 
up, the price of tobacco as a farm 
product has been Ko'my: down, is one 
that of itself demonstrates that it is 
now being grown and sold under 
conditions which operate powerfully 
to the prejudice of the agricultural 
interests. It is my desire to co-op- 
erate with you and others who wish 
to see that i^iterest have a fair show 
to abolish any statute, whatsoever, 
that contributes to aid those who 
seek to monopolize and appropriate 
to themselves the profits that arise 
out of tobacco.

Old St. Paul's, which took a matter 
vo centuries to complete, waa burbe<l 
in the great fire of 166S, and eight years 
were devoted to clearing away the 
rubbish. Of the new building, on which 
work was begun In 1675, only the walls of 
the choir bad been finished by 1686, and 
it was 12 y^ars later before any services 
were held in it. In 1710, 36 years after 
the beginning of the work, St Paul' 
was flniahed. With the exception of 
Salisbury, it la the only English cathe- 
dral designed and completed in one 
ity le of architecture.

Thp best way for him to get the same In- 
lation Is to go out on his farm and 
the country surrounding it, and 
h the blrda at their dally work; not 
just when they happen to be In the cher- 
tree or the poultry yard, but ail 
rough the year. He may not have time 
do this during warm weather, but 
;n In winter be can get some slight 
Idea of the value of wild birds, by cer- 
fully watching those which are on his 
premises at this season. Let him go Into 
his orchard and see for himself whai 
some of the birds are doing for his fruit 

Probably one of the first he will see 
will be a woodpecker of some kind, and 
III that case he Is sure to see a very use- 
ful bird. Of the 40 odd apecles and aub- 
spcries ot woodpeckers In this country, 
only one Is sometimes destructive to the 
trees. This is the yellow-bellied sap- 
sucker, but as he does not usually winter 
north of Virginia, It Is not likely that he 
will be seen here. Ten to OM It will be 
downy or a hairy woodpecker. These 
vo are much alike in general appear- 
ance, except that the latter Is. consid- 
erably larger than the former. In either 
case he will be found very busy scan h- 
Ing for and devouring Insects' eggs, lar- 
vae and adult Insects ot one kind or an- 
other, which have their home on, in or 
below the twrk of the tree. Some of 
these insects are peats ot the worst son . 
and if they were not gathered up by t h • 
birds in the winter the trees would li.'

alive with them in the spring, and la 
many cases they would destroy not only 
the fruit, but In some cases even the 
trees themselves. Of course these blrda 
carry on their warfare all through the 
rest of the year, eating ants, caterpillars 
and crawlers of many kinds by thou- 
sands, but the farmer, being busy with 
other matters, will not be so likely to sec 
them at It. 

Perhaps the next bird to appear may 
be a nuthatch, a bird much smaller even 
than the downy woodpecker and quite 
different In appearance and manners. It 
may be a whlte-breaited or a red-breast- 
ed nuthatch, but In either case he will be 
seen to be a very Important little person- 
age; not a harder worker than the wood- 
pecker, perhaps, but with a greater ap- 
pearance of bustle. 

Or our farmer may see a band of 
chickadees, of whose identity no one can 
ever be in doubt, since they repeat their 
own name over and over, wherever they 
go, as they swing, often head downwards, 
among the twigs. Very tame they are at 
this season, and with but little patience, 
they will feed from one's hands or Hps, 
as they did from mine more than a hun- 
dred times last winter. They are en- 
gaged In the same work as the woodpeck- 
aud the nuthatches, viz., the exter- 
mination of myriads of in.sii ls, which 
If allowed to Incn ase uiirlu ck,>d. would 
make the work of rhr f i iiit Krowcr heart- 
breaking and unprofiiulde. 

Let the farmer now look ovor the fields 
beyond the orchard and ohst rve that 
clear-cut figure of a liawk, sailing in l ir- 
cles against the sky.
